The word orphan is taken 
‘from the Latin word orphanus 
which means “bereft of,” “des- 
titute.” The old English word 
means “step-child.” 

We will notice the word in 
its different phases. lirst, the 
‘term bereft is synouymous with 


dispossess, direct, etc. Bereft 
and bereave has come to be 
‘used ina special way in the 


‘case of death. Where a_ loved 
one has been taken fiom the 
home by death the remaining 
ones are referred to as the be- 
reaved ones, they are bereft of 
‘their loved one, perhaps a 
father or a mother, or per- 
chance both, Can we imagine 
a more distressing scene than 
a little boy or giri bereit of 
their parents? 

Let us play on our minds for 
a mental picture. Here is a 
beautiful little home. I see some 
horses in the barn yard, hay 
in the loft, corn in the crib. I 
also see about one hundred 
hens in the lot, a couple of good 
milch cows, etc. But my atten- 
ition is directed to a little 
woman as she goes about the 
house caring as best she can 
for some little children in the 
home, her own dear little boys 
and girls; she loves them, her 
heart throbs in motherly love 
and sympathy for them when 
they are sick. If one gets hurt 
or cries, she is right there to 
soothe and kiss away the 
trouble. You say, “she is happy 
with those little tots around 
her and with plenty on the farm 
to take care of them.’”’ You are 
now beginning to wonder where 
the father is. Surely he must be 
there, to have hay in the loft 
and corn in the crib, and many 
other valuable things about the 
place. Yes he is there, but the 
sad look on the mother’s face 
tells something. There he lies 
upon the bed languishing under 
a dreaded disease; day after 
day he weakens until at last 
the end comes, mother’s heart 
is almost broken as she says 
goodbye to husband and father 
of their little children. They fol- 
low the remains to the ceme- 
tery to see him placed beneath 
the sod; now they return to 
their home sad and lonely. This 
wife and these children are 
bereaved, bereft of husband 
and father. Yes this is a_ sad 
picture, but as old Brother 
Headrick often says, “It could 
be worse.”” Now the funeral ex- 
pense has to be _ paid, the 
mother is in a great financial 
strain; the cows disappear from 
the lot, the hay and = corn 
are gone, the mother’ can 
hardly keep the children in 
school. ‘‘Could be worse?” 

Yes, only a few weeks ago 
we received a letter from a 
brother stating that.a certain 
woman was near death’s door, 
and that she dreaded to die un- 
til she knew her children would 
be cared for. The father had 
died some time before. The 
mother had been having a hard 
time to support and care for 
her four little children, but she 
couldn’t bear the thought of 
leaving them to the mercy of 
the world, not knowing what 
would become of them. We 
turned the letter over to the 
Chairman of the Orphanage 
Committee, who wrote to the 
party that they need not fear, 
that arrangements would be 
made for the children. In a few 
days this good mother was 
called to the home that Jesus 
said He would prepare for His

For ye, brethren, became 
followers of the Churches of 
God. 1 Thes. 2:14, 


Since ,the disciples of the 
Lord were close followers of 
Christ, that is His body, and 
the Apostle Paul so highly 
commended the Thessalonians 
for being followers of the 
Churches of God; we feel per- 
fectly safe in doing the same 
thing; and have decided to 
stick closer all the time to the 
great principles of the doctrine 
of the Church of God, that 
made her famous in the days 
of her infancy, and is causing 
her to be recognized in these 
last days as the greatest in- 
stitution upon the face of the 
earth. 


Please note that the disciples 
and others who followed the 
Lord were followers of His en- 
tire body, not just a part of it, 
but it was all of His body; and 
that body was not broken or 
separated even in the cruci- 
fixion. When they were get- 
ting ready to break His legs as 
He hanged on the cross, which 
was the custom when any one 
was put to death in that age, 
they were hindered that the 
Scriptures might be fulfilled, 
“Not a bone of his body shall 
be broken.” Likewise the 
Church of God, which is the 
body of Christ, is not divided. 


When Paul began to detect 
trouble in the Church of God 
at Corinth, he at once showed 
the Corinthians where the 
trouble was. I cannot speak 
unto you as unto spiritual but 
as unto carnal, even as unto 
babes in Christ. 1 Cor, 3:1. 


These were members of His 
body—the Church. They were 
in Christ, but only babes, not 
even sanctified but carnal, and 
gave as proof of the,stand he 
was taking that some of them 
were of Paul and some of 
Apollos. That is, they seemed 
to forget they should follow the 
Church of God rather than fol- 
low Paul, or Apollos, or any 
other individual, 


He went on and explained 
that Paul and Apollos were 
nothing more than the minis- 
ters by whom they believed. 
That’ Paul planted the seed, 
Apollos watered, and God gave 
the increase. 


Notice how unlike some peo- 
ple in this age. While a part 
of these people were close 
friends and followers of Paul, 
he would not suffer such a 
thing to exist in the Church of 
God, that is, would not allow 
the people to follow no one 
any farther than they followed 
Christ. 


A beautiful thought here set 
forth by the apostle is, he that 
planteth and he that watereth 
are one, and every man. shall 
receive his reward according to 
his own labor: For we are 
laborers together with God: 
Ye are God’s husbandry, ye are 
God’s building, 1 Cor, 3:8, 9. 


This great man of God was 
able to see the fatal conse- 
quences of people / in the 
Church of God _ getting their 
affections set on ministers 
instead of on God and things 
eternal; and threw out a warn- 
ing nearly two thousand years 
ago that we must, as_ the 
Church of God, give special 
heed to, or we are liable to 
be wrecked on the stormy sea 
of time, and fail to be able to 
land on the sunny banks of 
sweet deliverance. 


“Other foundation can no 
man lay than that is laid, 
which is Jesus Christ.” It is 
our privilege and God given 
duty to build upon that foun- 
dation only. We may use gold, 
silver, precious stones, wood, 
hay or stuble. Our work will 
be made manifest of what sort 
it is. It shall be revealed by 
fire, and the fire shall try every 
man’s work. 

If our work shall abide which 
we build thereon, we shall 
ceive a reward. May God help 
us, in building to use the right 
kind of material, not the kind

The spirit of separation was 
the main thing Paul was guard- 
ing against then, and we must 
guard against the same thing 
now. This thing was plainly 
manifest in the fact that some 
wanted to go with Paul and 
some with Apollos. 


Is Christ divided? A thous- 
and times NO! The same body 
that was crucified was put in- 
to the tomb. This same hody 
rose from the grave, Thank 
God! This same body showed 
Himself in person to many peo- 
ple by many infallible proofs, 
till they were convinced that 
He was the same one who was 
crucified and was buried, 


It was the body of Christ, in 
the person of the Church of 
God, that made His appearance 
in the world in the early days; 
and continued to be the same 
until His followers left off fol- 
lowing the Church of God and 
took up with factions, and per- 
sons who lead such; and _ the 
Church went into darkness just 
as the body ot Christ, the little 
child Jesus with His parents, 
went into Mgypt (darkness). 


It was His body that Gad 
called out of Egypt (da'kness), 
and it is His body, the Church, 
that has been called out of 
darkness (Egypt) in these last 
days, and we shall follow Him 
to the streets of solid gold.
